Uncle S a m ’s jjostofrtee otficials are 
som e w ha t busy now he a d ing off lan- 
cy postal cards ca rr ying insufficient 
postage. 
T he leather postals, being 
c om mercial rmtil m a tte r, req uire two 
cents postage. T he re are postal cards 
illu m inat ed with ground glass that 
a r e unmalla ble, ex cept when placed 
in an envelope. 
Many postal cards 
a r e placed in an envelope with ope n­ 
ing in the c orner to shew that the 
c a rd s has a one cent postage st a m p 
placed thereon. 
However, 
this 
is 
not sufficient postage for 
a 
card 
tha t is enclosed in an envelope. 
T hou s a nd s of postal cards are sent 
t o the dead lette r office on account 
of the public not u id e r sta nd ing the 
ru lings of the postmnnter general. 
W hile the Dix on post m as te r does not 
consi der all of these rules eq uitable, 


h a must enforce the laws. Therefore, 
m any a re held for postage, accord­ 
i n g to the rules, and a re a fte rw a rd s 
sent to the dead letter office where 
they are destoyed. 
Thus, much art, 
not to mention m any ex pressions of 
love

a re lost. 
A large nu m b e r of c ard s are re ­ 
ceived at the Dix on postoffice which 
sire not addressed.
